Hurc Horn Will Indicate 
Section To Which Firemen 
Are Called 

Instead of being moaned out of 
their security, Sierra Madrean? 
are about to be blasted out when 
a new Dla phone horn replaces 
the ancient fire siren atop the 
city hall. As one councilman de¬ 
scribed the new horn, "it is simi¬ 
lar in sound to a 600 horsepower 
bullfrog with a battery in his 
throat.” 

When the local telephone com¬ 
pany installs the dial system, it 
will no longer be possible to dis¬ 
tinguish between firemen's in¬ 
queries as to where a fire is 
located, and curious firechasers* 
calls. Under the present system 
each fireman has a green light 
on the switchboard designating 
his phone, and operators recog¬ 
nize it immediately and state the 
location of the fire as soon as 
his light flashes. The Diaphone 
horn will blast a code which fire¬ 
men wili recognize ats designat¬ 
ing a certain section of the city, 
thus eliminating necessity for 
calling the telephone operator. 


The thought that a wind storm 
or fire, which might damage 
power lines, would render the 
siren useiess, has haunted fire¬ 
men for many years, and they 
had suggested that a horn -de¬ 
pendent oniy on a storage of 
compreissed air—be installed, as it 
has been in most surrounding 
communities. The contemplated 
dial system at the local telephone 
company now makes it impera¬ 
tive. 

Firemen have also bewailed the 
fact that the siren cannot be 
heard in several sections of the 
city. 

Townspeople may have nervou- 
indigestion at noon, for a time, 
until they get used to the new 
"fog” horn, but it is required by 
fire underwriters that any sig¬ 
nal be tested once a day, and 
Sierra Madre uses this method 
of ascertaining that the signal is 
in working condition. 

With no Indur^tries in Sierra 
Madre, many visitors and towns¬ 
people, too—have wondered why 
the siren always hails the arrival 
of 12 o’clock noon. Now they 
have the answer the fire alarm 
must be tried out daily. 


TESTS BY COUNTY HEALTH AND 
WATER OFFICIALS GIVE 
LOCAL SUPPLY PERFECT SCORE 

Gravity Streams From 
Tunnels Here Excite Envy 
Of Other Cities 

John Citizen is probably not 
aware that when he goes to his 
water hydrant for a drink he has 
a legal right to expect that the 
water coming out of that hydrant 
8 unpoluted and uncontaminated 
that is, silt free and bug free 
•—and that any court in the land 
will uphold this right for him. 

Sierra Madre water is one of 
the few water systems in Los 
Angeles County pure enough to 
pass Los Angeles County Health 
Department tests conducted once 
a month without being chemically 
treated—which tests, Incidentally 
are conducted at any time and 
at any location in the city unbe¬ 
known to local water department 
officials. Use of surface stream 
water from the quarterway in 
Little Santa Anita Canyon wa-> 
abandoned several years ago be¬ 
cause water from this area oc¬ 
casionally fell below test and re¬ 
quired clorlnatlon, and the depart¬ 
ment wished to give Sierra Madre 
its water completely free of all 
chemical treatment. County and 
State health department reports 
show a practically unbroken rec¬ 
ord of perfect tests made on the 
local water supply over a period 
of several years. 

At a recent meeting of Los 
Angeles county water department 
officials, in Sierra Madre, water 
men who meet each month to ex¬ 
change suggestions for better ad- 
mlniatratlon of the county’s water 
system.^, looked with envy at 
gravity water from the two Lit¬ 
tle Santa Anita Canyon tunnels 
flowing through the weir house 
to the Grove street and Mira 
Monte avenue reservoirs by 
gravity, the obvious advantage 
being the elimination of pumping 
costs. The Auburn avenue reser¬ 
voir Is the only one to which 
water must be boosted all during 
the year.

Water department 
officials estimate that at pres¬ 
ent an average of 300,000 gallons 
of water pours out of theL-^e tun¬ 
nels ev'ery 24 hours. During the 
winter the total may reach an 
average of 750,000 gallons . 

Water consumption shot up this 
year during July ,to 22,440,000 
gallons more than was used dur¬ 
ing the preceeding month, June, 
j Sierra Madre u.sed 187,000,000 
; gallons from the January 1-Ju!y 
j 15th period .said Joe Swaiayon of 
: the water department. Further re- 
i ports disclosed that water con- 
I sumption here hit its peak in 
1931, with a total of 428,197,880 
gallons used—a total not approxi¬ 
mated again until 1939 when it 
' reached 414,769,740 gallons. 

I There is a natural fluctuation 
' in water consumption during the 
years caused by wet and dry 
oqjells, but during early depress on 
years con.sumption decreased when 
many orchards were abandoned.

England. On board were 125 other 
refugee youngsters met by Ameri¬ 
can foster parents who have 
agreed to provide homes for them 
during the war. 

The two little blonde girls, 7 and 
9, replete with British accent and 
pigtails, seemed to have adjusted 
themselves perfectly to the 
changed environment. When in¬ 
terviewed they were blowing pink 
soap bubbles from a bubble pipe, 
and one little girl—aged 7— ex¬ 
claimed "Tm having the lovliest 
time." They were well-mannered, 
but in no way showed that they 
felt strange in the land of peace 
and security. 

Their new home is similar in 
background to their parents’ home 
in Britain. Dr. Dunham is a 
prominent astronomer at Mt. Wil¬ 
son observatory and a professor 
■at Cal-Tech, while the children’s 
father is a mathematics profes¬ 
sor at Oxford. The Dunhams p an 
to enroll the children at the local 
grammar school this fall. 

The 125 children arriving in 
Montreal were all from families 


of Oxford professors. Said Mar¬ 
shal Field, Chairmen of the Na¬ 
tional Committee for care of 
European Children, "Develop- 
menLs in London have paved the 
way for mass migration of Brit¬ 
ish children to North American 
ports.” The committee has is¬ 
sued orders to Its agents in Lon¬ 
don that there must be no dl.s- 
crimination between rich, poor, 
privileged or unde rprivllegad 
children sent to America. 

Congressman Carl Hlnshaw 
outlined steps for those desiring 
to take British children into their 
homes. "Americans wishing to 
care for these British children,” 
he said, "must provide proof and 
make affidavit in duplicate, duly 
notarized, swearing that they are 
able and will give full support 
to these children upon their en¬ 
trance Into this country, so that 
they will not become public 
charges. This affidavit should be 
accompanied by a second support¬ 
ing affidavit sent by a bank or 
by an employer. 

"The entire matter may be ex- 
perllated by cable,” Hlnshaw 
added. "If applicants will contact 
any Western Union, Postal Tele- 
I graph or R.C.A. office they will 
receive full information regard¬ 
ing the sy.stem by which cable¬ 
grams may be notarized." 

The present quota Is limited 
to 65,000 a year or 6500 a month; 
however, the quota is not filled 
and Is not expected to be. 


Forms Arrive Here 
F’or Reg^istration 
Of Aliens Aug. 27 

Alien application forms to be 
used for the registration and 
finger printing of Sierra M.tdre’s 
unnaturalized foreign born were 
received at the local postofficc 
yesterday, according to Post- 
masl'cr Hay O. Caukin. i 

While actual registration does 
not begin until August 27, aliens 
are urged to procure the forms 
and prepare them ahead of time, 
with the aid of the postal staff, 
if necessary. The law requires 
children not bom In the 
United States to b» registered by 
their parents, also. 

Forms deal with the sex, mari¬ 
tal status, race, and nrtlonality 
of the alien and require a de¬ 
tailed statement regarding his or 
her entry into the United States 
as well as the length of residence 
h-ere. Other questions deal with 
occupation, activities other than 
occupational, military or naval 
service, relatives, arrest record 
and last but not least, his activi¬ 
ties in behalf of foreign govern¬ 
ment.'’. 

It is not po.ssible to estimate 
the number of foreign-born resid¬ 
ing in Sierra M.idre until after 
the registration is made; however. 
Caukin bclieve.s there to be a pre¬ 
ponderance of Mexican and Jap¬ 
anese among foreigners here.

I A reduction of .llg cents In 
j the Sierra Madre city tax rate 
was voted by the city council 
Tuesday evening when it fixed 
jthe tax levj’ for th-a 1940-41 fiscal 
year at $2,122 per $100 of as- 
ae.s.sed valuation. At the same 
time the council voted salary in¬ 
creases to 21 appointive city em¬ 
ployes. 

A furt-her reduction in the tax 
I rate was accomplished notwith¬ 
standing a further decrease in 
the city’s a-ssessed valuation an¬ 
nounced by County Assessor John 
R. Quinn a.s a result of the re¬ 
cently completed county asse.ss- 
ment. It was the third consecu¬ 
tive whack in the tax levy for 
municipal purposes in as many 
years. The rate for the fiscal 
year 1937-38 was $2.35; for 1938- 
39, it was $2.29 and in 1939 It 
fell to $2.24, with an aggregate 
reduction over the three-year 
.span of .228c. Meanwhile a sizeable 
reserve has been created, though 
there has been a reduction of 
$70,820 in a.sses.sed valuation. 

Reduction in the tax rate—with 
the exception of .003 cents re¬ 
sulting from a lowered library 
budget was due to a decision to 
have the water department as¬ 
sume, in the future, as far as 
pos.sible, obiigation.s incurred by 
the departments bonded indebted¬ 
ness. As an immediate meiins of 
carrying out this program, $3000 
collected as water revanU’’ was 
transferred to the interest and 
sinking fund account toward pay¬ 
ment of interest on 1928 Water 
Bonds, causing the ,118c reduc¬ 
tion in taxes.

WHEN I CAME TO 
SIERRA MADRE 

By L. E. STEINBERGER 
Pioneer AV.videnf, A.s- Told To Margaret Fliason 

P R.'ACTIC.AU.,\ all of the labor in the orchards and rtneyards 
was done by Chinese who were fine workers .md well liked. A 
Chinese W!a.ah house was located across from the present .■school 
building, on Auburn avenue near Laurel. This was also the location 
of the Chinese camp, whare Chinese who worked In the vineyard 
and grove of N. C. Carter lived. One of my early recollections about 
the.se Chinese wa.s when they were sent into tho foothills to fight 
a brush fire. When evening came, although the fire was still burn¬ 
ing. tliey ail quit and went home! 

We had no fire apparatu.s in Sierra Madre in those days, but 
we had litt’e trouble with fires, because when one broke out every¬ 
one would take a shovel and g>.a, and we would have it out in no 
time. The ringing of the bell in the old Congregational Church w.as 
our fire alarm. After the incorporation of the city the volunteer 
fire department wa.s established. 

Slowly the town began to grow. Settlers donate 1 property for 
streets. Buildings .-’prang up in what became the busino-ss center. 
Among the fir.M was the Town Hall, which .also become the center 
for nil social activitie.s. Then came Olsen's Shoe Store on South 
Baldwin avenue. At one time tlie village new.sp.aper was printeti in 
this building. A bl.ack.smith shop .=oon came, and I remember well 
when the school house was built on the acre of school projvrty on 
Kcrstlng Court where THE NEWS office is locateii. 

In those days we knew everyone in town, and watched every 
building rise with interest. I^ater I hauled the lumber for the North 
Auburn avenue home of Dr. Norman Bridge, one of the finest 
men who ever lived. 

I have watched all of the improvements come to Sierra Madre, 
but non-a .“eomed of greater importance th.au the coming of thb 
Santa Fe railroad into Arcadia. After that there was a town boom 
when one could .sell any kind of a lot for seven or eight hundred 
dollars. Then I had hor.'ses .and a bus and sold real estate to pros¬ 
pective buyers whom I brought owr from the train. 

I have seen the coming of all the utilities, and the Pacific 
Electric all great events in the life of the town; and was keenly 
intrested in the building of the Woman's clubhou-’e and the Public 
Idhrary, whtc'a wi.s built on land donated by Airs. Ross who also 
advanced the first $2000 for the Librarj- fund. 

Until recently I have <ione all of the cultivating on our seven 
acres which is part of our original ten, and through all of the last 
50 years I have enjoyed living in Sierra Madre immensely.

I On a single recent day, though 
I many newspapers carried three 
stories of a different sort, which 
were burled on inside pages in 
small type, far behind the front 
page headlines.

' His fondest hope is that next time 
an ad schedule or a printing job 
is in order, his efforts will be 
recalled. Sometimes they are . . . 

Beyond a doubt, it's news when 
1 aoraebody runs for public office. 
But nothing on this earth or 
under it could be half so newsy 
as the barrage of publicity would 
indicate! Nevertheless, every edi¬ 
tor, whether his sheet's a big 
metropolitan daily or a weekly 
4-pager, is swamped under reams 
of publicity—with a maximum of 
trite phraseology, and a minimum 
of paid advertising. 

A code should be drawn for 
press agents who haven't thought 
out one of their own. It should 
run something like this: 

1—Nothing helps the reception 
of honestly good 'publicity stories' 
so much as paid advertising. Sell 
your client on its value. 

2 -Remember, though, that 
you're buying an ad--not a news¬ 
paper. A paper that's worth ad- 
verti.sing in will give you value 
received for your money; any¬ 
thing you get outside of that will 
be your good fortune. j 

3—Don't send tripe. Work at 
making your “publicity” news-1 
worthy — something an editor | 
would be sorry to miss—and then ^ 
be dam grateful if he gives you '

Hjalmar Schacht. the Nazi 
banking leader, has announced 
bluntly that the Third Reich is 
undertaking, through Its barter 
system, to do away with gold as 
the e.=sential monetary medium 
for intamational commerce. 

This nation, nov.' holding 80 per 
cent of the world’s monetary 
gold, will contest the German 
economic move with every trade 
weapon in its power. And Cali¬ 
fornians will watch devolpments 
with keen interest, for this sec¬ 
tion would be directly and sweep- 
Ingly affected by any change In 
the status of gold. 

Germany proposes that the 
United States lower the price 
of gold, so that it would require 
fewer dollars to buy an ounce of j 
gold, and the dollar would be 
worth more in terms of foreign 
currencies. With the dollar’s for¬ 
eign buying power thus upped, 
inevitably America would import 
heavily, while foreign countries 
could afford to buy but little 
from us in cash. That v/ould im¬ 
prove the trade balances of na¬ 
tions doing business with us—but 
injure American prosperity. With 
gold at $35 an ounce, the Cali¬ 
fornia mining industry produced | 
$50,234,240 worth of the precious j 
metal last year -greater wealth j 
than in any year since 1856! A' 
material drop in price would i 
leriously affect this State— and ■ 
a major collaspe in gold would I 
virtually destroy a major Cali-;

GOLDEN G.\TE EXPO 
THRILLS TRAVELERS 


The French Maginot line, once 
considered the mightiest fortifi¬ 
cation in the world, looked much 
less formidable when correspond¬ 
ents were permitted to visit it 
last week for the first time s nee 
the fall of France. They were 
astonished to find that the so- 
called impregnable defenses were 
made of a concrete satisfactory 
for sidewalks, but far from ade¬ 
quate to meet the bludgeooning 
assault of blitzkrieg warfare. But 
the real and terrible weakness of 
the Magrinot line was th'at it con¬ 
ditioned all French military think¬ 
ing to plan exclusively in terms 
of defense. When forced into open 
combat, the French Army was 
prepared neither with machines 
nor strategy. Based on the suc¬ 
cess of trench warfare in 1918, 
the Maginot line proved tbe un¬ 
doing of France because France 
did what victors in war generally 
do— idolize the method.s which 
brought victory In the last war, 
forgetting that in the next war, 
those methods might have long 
outlived their usefulness.
